"I  don't  consider  myself  black, 
I  consider  myself  English." 
stated  Richard  "Earl"  Campbell 
in  reference  to  the  relationship 
between  the  races  in  Dedham  and 
the  surrounding  area.

Campbell  moved  to  Dedham  in 
March  1 978  from  Toronto, 
Canada  where  his  father  was 
previously  transferred  from 
London,  England.
